FOLLY OF SPECULATION : 


QR, A JOURNEY TO LONDON. 
A TALE. 


N one of the provinces neareft though not ac- 
tually in the Highlands, dwelt a Scottith gen- 
tleman, who, though of as ancient a family as 
any in his country, poflefled no other fortune 
than a {mall paternal farm; on which, however, 
he contrived, with the affiftance of a wife, whom 
he had married early in life, to bring up a faimi- 
ly of three fons and adaughter, not only decent- 
ly, but comfortably.
